MUSTBE DESTROYED 


Lansing Says Only Then Will World 


Be Safe For Democracy 


FUTURE OF NATION AT STAKE 


Mot Fighting Other People's Battles, But Our Own; What 


Would Happen If Germany Were Victorious; Secretary 
of State Warns That the Teutons Would Seek to Take 
the United States; Fighting the Battle of Liberty. 


BREAK UP WELSH PEACE MEOTC 


Ex-Soldiers and Sailors Rush Hall— 


Violent Fighting in Building. 


Swansea, Wales. July 29.—A meet- 


ing of over 200 delegates from all parts 
of Wales under the auspices of the 
soldiers' and 
workers' council, was 


broken up today before the proceed- 
ing started.

;he world declared his belief that the 
Serman people would not pass off the 
yoke of autocracy until the "physical 
might of the united democracies of the 
world had destroyed forever the evil 
ambitions of the military rulers of 
Germany." That he added is the only 
way to restore the peace of the uorld. 


"Were every people on earth able to 


express their will there would be no 
wars of aggression, there would be 
no wars, and lasting peace would come 
to this earth. 
The only way that a 


people can express their will is through 
democratic 
institutions. 
Therefore 


when the world is made safe lor 
democracy, when that great principle 
prevails, universal peace will be ob- 
served. 


To Supplant Democracy. 


"No nation will benefit more than 


the United States 
when 
that time 


comes. 
But it has not come. A great 


people ruled in thought and word, as 
well as indeed by the most sinister 
g-overnment of modern times, is strain- 
Ing every nerve to supplant democracy 
by the autocracy which they have been 


«taught to worship. 
AVhen will 
the 


Serman people awaken to the truth? 
SVhen will they rise in their might and 
zast oft the yoke and become their own 
masters? I fear that it will not be 
until the physical might of the united 
iemocracies of the world has destroyed' 
forever the evil ambitions of the mili- 
tary rulers of Germany and democracy 
become supreme." 


The immediate cause of our war 


with Germany—the breaking of her 
promises as 
to 
indiscriminate sub- 


marine- warfare—has 
a 
far deeper 


meaning he said "a meaning which has 
been growing more evident as the war 
has progressed and which needed but 
thisact of perfidy to bring it home to all 
Americans. The evil character of the 
Serman people is laid bare before the 
world. We know now that the gov- 
ernment is inspired with ambitions 
that menace human liberty and to 
gain its ends It does not hesitate to 
violate faith. . . . " 


Why We Are at War. 


"It is this disclosure of the character 


of the Imperial German government 
which is the underlying cause of our 
entry in the war. We had doubted 
or 
at 
least many Americans had 


doubted. Doubt remains no lonser. 
In the light of events we could read 
the past and see that for a. quarter of a 
century the absorbing ambition of the 
military oligarchy which was the mas- 
ter of the German empire was for 
world dominion." 


Asserting that "the future 
of the 


United States is at stake," Secretary 
Lansing said that "if any of you have 
the idea that we are lighting others' 
battles and not our own the sooner 
he gets away from that idea the better 
It will be >-'- him, the bettor it will 
be for all jf us." 


"Imagine Germany victor in Europe 


because the United States 
remained 


neutral. 
Who then, think you, would 


be the next victim of those who are 
seeking to be masters of the whole 
sarth? 
Would not this country with 


Its enormous wealth arouse the cu- 
pidity 
of 
an impoverished though 


triumphant 
Germany? Would 
not 


this democracy be the only obstacle 
between the autocratic rulers of Ger- 
many and t^eir supreme ambition? 
no you think that they would with- 
hold their hand from so rich a prize" 


Alono or With Allies? • 


"Let me then ask you would it be 


easier or iviser for this country to re- 
sist single handed a Germnn empire 
flushed with victory thnn to unite with 
the brave enemies of that empire? 


"Prim/inly then every 
rn.'in, who 


crosses the ocean to fight on foreign 
soil against the armies of the Germnn 
emperor goes forth to fight for his 
country and for the preservation of 
those things for which our forefathers- 
we.-e willing to die. To those 
who 


thus give themselves we owe tho same 
debt that we owe to those men who 
in the past fought on American soil 
in the cause of liberty. 
No, not the 


same debt, hut a greater one. It calls 
for more patriotism, more self denial. 
and a truer vision to wage war on dis- 
tant shores than to repel an Invader 
than to defend one's home." 


Answering those who he said might 


think it Improbable than Germany 


would attack the United States if she 
won the war, Mr. Lansing said: 


German Methods. 


"Before 
the 
war — \iolation of 


treaties, the crimes of murder, extor- 
tion and vandalism in Belgium and 
France, submarine brutality and bomb 
dropping on cities, yet God help us, 
these things have come to pass," he 
exclaimed, "and iron crosses have been 
awarded the perpetrators." 


"But there is more, far more," he 


continued, "which might be added top 
this record 
of 
unbelievable things 


which the German 
government has 


done. I only need to mention the at- 
tempt of the foreign office at Berlin to 
bribe Mexico to make war on us by 
promising her American territory. It 
was only one of many intrigues which 
the German government was carrying 
on in many lands. Spies were sent 
throughout the world. 
Civil discord 


was eiicouia=cd to weaken the poten- 
tial strenrth of nations which might 
be obstacles to the lust of Germany's 
rulers for world mastery. Those of 
German blood who owed allegience to 
other countries \\ere appealed to sup- 
port 
the 
fatherland, which beloved 


name masked the military clique at 
Berlin. 


Truth Astounding-. 


"Some day I hope that the whole 


tale may be told. It will be an as- 
tounding talo indeed. But enough has 
been tola that there no longer reiuains 
a shadow of a doubt as to the charac- 
ter of Germany's ruler., 
., . 


"My friends, I am firmly convinced 


that the independence of no nation is 
safe, that the liberty of no individual 
is sure, until the military despotism 
which hold the German people in the 
hollow of its hand has been made 
impotent and harmless forever. Ap- 
peals to justice, for moral obligation, 
to honor, no longer avails to such a 
power. There is but one way to re- 
store peace to the world and that is by 
overcoming Germany's might by force 
of arms. 


"If enthusiasm and honor can make 


success sure then we Americans have 
no cause for anxiety, no 
reason to 


doubt the outcome of the conflict. But 
enthusiasm and honor are not all." 


Mr. Lansing, who is spending a vaca- 


tion at Henderson Harbor, X. Y., ex- 
pects to return to Washington next 
Saturday. 


NO PUBLICITY FOR 


MOVEMENT OF TROOPS 


WAR DEPARTMENT BELIEVE IT 


UNWISE TO TEU GERMANY 


Washington, D. C.. July 29. — The 


movement 
01 American 
troops 
in 


France will be carried on absolutely 
without publicity if the present policy 
of the war department remains unal- 
tered. 


Secretary Baker and some of his 


military advivrs believe that no word 
.should be published of tho arrival of 
troops abroad and it is probable that 
this will be made clear to all news- 
puperi, and press associations in forth- 
coming regulations. 


Assurances have been given both by 


nu\y and army officials that disasters 
will not be hidden undei the veil of 
the censorship. Presumably under the 
now regulations also the 
American 


people "'ill he gixon to undertand that 
no news Is good news in this respect, 
it is understood that Secretary Baker 
believes that with large troop move- 
ments in prospect as the new army or 
the National Guard is made ready for 
the front it would be unwise to call the 
attention of the- German authorities to 
what is going on.

maining in dispute, the senate pro- 
posals to 
establish a. congressional 


committee to supervise war expendi- 
tures and to create a board of three 
food administrators instead of one. 


On all other considerations the food 


conferees 
reached 
complete 
agree- 


ment. Final action on the bill is ex- 
pected this week. 


Representative Lever, heading the 


house conferees, and Senator Cham- 
berlain, who handles the bill in the 
senate for 
the 
administration, will 


take up with President Wilson tomor- 
row the two remaining 
differences. 


The conferees will meet again tomor- 
row. Several of them are doubtful of 
the outcome, believing that a disa- 
greement will result. 


Numerous other changes have been 


agreed to in the bill, with most of the 
principal senate 
amendments 
ac- 


cepted. 


The prohibition section agieed 
to 


yesterday prohibits 
manufacture 
or 


importation of distilled beverages un- 
der the war and authorizes the presi- 
dent to limit the alcoholic contents of 
beer and wines. 
The Smoot amend- 


ment, directing federal purchase of 
all distilled spirits in bond, was strick- 
en out. 


The Prohibition clause as agreed to 


follows: 


"That from and after thirty days 


from the date of the approval of this 
act no foods, fruits, food materials, or 
feeds, shall be used in the production 
of distilled spirits for beverage pur- 
poses; provided that under such rules, 
regulations, and bonds, as the presi- 
dent niay prescribe such materials may 
be used in the production of distilled 
spirits exclusively 
for 
other than 


beverage purposes or for the fortifi- 
cation of pure sweet wines as defined 
by the revenue act of September S, 
1916. 


"Nor shall there be imported into 


the United States any distilled spirits. 


"Whenever the President shall find 


that limitation, regulation or prohibi- 
tion of the use o£ foods, fruits, food 
materials, or feeds in the production 
of malt and vinous liquors for bever- 
age purposes or that the reduction of 
alcoholic contents of any such malt 
or vinous liquor is essential in order 
to assure continuous supply of food 
or that the national security and de- 
fense will be served thereby, he is au- 
thorized from time to time to pre- 
scribe and ^ivo public notice of the 
extent of the limitation, regulation, 
prohibition 
or 
reduction so neces- 


sitated, 
i 


"Whenever such 
notice 
shall be 


given arid remain unrevoked no person 
shall prescribed 
In 
such notice use 


foods, fruits, food materials or fruits or 
import any such liquors except under 
license issued by the president and in 
compliance with rules and regulations 
promulgated by him." 


"Provided further {hat nothing in 


this section shall be construed to au- 
thorize manufacturing of 
malt 
or 


vinous liquors in any state or territory, 
where such production is prohibited."

GERMANS BOMB RED CROSS 


HOSPITAL FROM AIR CRAFT 


Paris, Prance, July 29. — Soon 


after midnight this mornins fire- 
men thronged the streets sounding 
an alarm on sirens and bugles, in- 
dicating another air raid. French 
planes h&d been humming in the 
air since sundown and many more 
quickly appeared and, as this warn- 
ing w.as sounded an hour later than 
on the previous night, there were 
qnly a few people in the streets. 
Bugles sounded at 1:15 o'clock, an- 
nouncing that the air raid was over. 
Four bornba were 
dropped on a 


Red Cross hospital, all reaching 
their mark. One doctor, a chemist 
and a male nurse were killed im- 
mediately and a second doctor died 
an hour later. Several doctors and 
nurses were wounded. 


CALL STRIKE OF IRON MINERS

Bessemer. Mich., July 2$.—A gen- 


eral strike of all miners on the Goge- 
bic iron range was called today as a 
result of a vote taken at a mass meet- 
ing this afternoon. The strike Is to 
begin at 7 o'clock tomorrow morn- 
ing. 
Operators declared that most of 


the men were now satisfied with work- 
ing conditions and would not strike. 


Both sides were making prepara- 


tions for the coming conflict tonight. 


Mine owners declare they could not 


meet the demand of the men which 
includes wages of $6 for six hours 
work a day for underground workmen 
and $4 for eight hours work on the 
surface.

SAYS ALLIES DESIRE CONQUEST 


Michaelis, German Chancellor, Replies to Lloyd 


George; France Used Russia Until United 
States Should Declare War; Peace Without 
Conquest. 


Likewise the armies 


and south continue to fall back before 
the enemy, at a few points only stand- 
ir. to offer a semblance of resistance 
and then for only a short period of 
time. Whenever the faithful stand to 
resist attack they are forced to give 
ground by the grerter number of the 
Germans, receiving no aid from their 
comrades. 


So fast has been the retirement of 


the Russians and the advance of the 
enemy toward Bukowina, that already 
an arch like formation ha- been thrown 
westward toward Czernowitz, with the 
northern end resting on Woclawice, 25 
miles distant and the southern end to 
the east of Kuty on the western bor- 
der of the cr.wn land.

onstrated its supremacy In the railroad 
field, this time in the production of the 
most powerful locomotive In the world; 
not a freak built for spectacular pur- 
poses, but the first of a standard type 
of giants of the rails constructed for 
• definite purpose. It is capable of de- 
veloping 7,000 horse power, and was 
designed and built by the PennsylTanla 
Railroad Company and the Westing- 
house Electric and Manufacturing Com- 
pany. 


This monster, capable of exerting a» 


touch power as a string of trolley cars 
orer half a mile long, draws Its current 
from a wire no bigger than that used 
by a trolley car, or about the size of a 
lead pencil. This is made possible by 
the use of the high voltage alternating 
current system. 


The Important field for this engine 


Trill be for hauling the tremendously 
heavy freight truffle of the Pennsyl- 


vania Railroad over the Allegheny 
Mountains from Altoona to Johnstown, 
Perm., Including the famous Horseshoe 
Curve, a distance of approximately for- 
ty miles. The freight traffic over this 
division runs as high as 300,000 tons « 
day. In capacity this locomotive ei- 
ceeds by more than 50 per cent, the 
power of the large electric locomotives 
in1 transcontinental service, popularly 
called the largest locomotives in the 
world. 


The locomotive has been sent to Phil- 


adelphia, where it is being placed in 
initial service on the electrified portion 
of the Pennsylvania main line extend- 
ing west from Philadelphia to Paolt It 
is built in one unit. There are two 
trucks, each having six driving wheels 
six feet in diameter. On each truck are 
mounted two powerful electric motors 
taking current from the trolley wire and 
supplying mechanical power through a 
gear wheel to the drivers. The total 
weight is 260 tons, length 76 feet. Al- 
though this weight ia compact, the en- 


gine Is said to be much easier on the 
track and roadbed than the steam loco- 
motive because the weight 1* cushioned 
and the running geftr is perfectly bal- 
anced for all speeds. 


The control has been applied to .such 


perfection that power can be exerted 
gradually so as to enable the engine to 
start a train without jerk and'acquire 
the speed of twenty miles per hour 
with a heavy train In about two 
minutes. This speed is fixed as desir- 
able .for the grades and curves which 
will be encountered when crossing the 
mountains. 


An interesting feature is the fact that 


the engine will handle these enormous 
trainloads, owing to the design of th« 
motors, at constant speed, whether op- 
erating up or d«wn grades. When go- 
ing down grade the motors automatical- 
ly become generators and return power 
to the line, and at the same time obvi- 
ate the use of the airbrakes, which are 
simply held for emergency use and tot 
bringing the train to full stop.

SERGEANT McCLINTOCK. 


"OVER THERE 


The Thrill and the Hell of 


the Trenches, Described 
by an American Boy. 


Sergeant Alexander McClintock of Lex- 


ington, Ky., and the Canadian Army Has * 
Gripping Tale That Every American Will 
fiead, For He Tells the Pacts—Unadorn- 
ed. Wounded, a Distinguished Conduct 
Medal Man, He Was Invalided Home, 
but Is Going "Out There" Again to Fight 
For Uncle Sam and His Allies. An In- 
spiring, Interesting, Personal Narrative, 
Full of the Spirit and Atmosphere of the 
Trenches in France. 


No. 2. The Bomb

In tho first article ha describ- 
ed his training up to the poi>it where 
he reached the front line trenchet. 


TTTHEN we took our. position In the 
YY 
front line trenches In Belgium 
we relieved the Twenty-sixth 


Canadian battalion. 
Scouts from that 


organization came back to the villages 
of Dinkiebusclv and Kennlnghelst to 
tell ua how glad they were to see us 
and to show us the way In. As we 
proceeded overland, before reaching 
the communication trenches at the 
front, these scouts paid us the hospita- 
ble attention, duo strangers—that Is, 
ono of them, leading: a platoon would 
say: 


"Next 200 yards In machine K°n 


range. Keep quiet, don't run and be 
ready to drop quick If you are warned." 


There was one scout to each platoon, 


and wo followed him single file, most 
of tho time along roads or •well worn 
paths, but sometimes through thickets 
and ragped fields. Erory now and then 
the scout would yell at us to drop, 
and down we'd go on our stomachs, 
while away off In tho distance we 
could hear the "put-put" of machine 
runs, the first sound of hostile firing 
ttaat had ever reached our ears. 


"It'« aU right," eald the «cont 


"They haven't seen us or got track of 
us. They're. Just firing on suspicion." 


Nevertheless, when our various pla- 


toons had nil got Into the front reserve 
trenches, at about two hours after mid- 
nlght, we learned that tho nrst blood 
of ^ur battalion had boon spilled. Two 
sai-a had been wmindedjjjiough neither 


fatally. 
Our own" stretcher bearers 


took our wounded back to the field 
hospital at Dlnklebusch. The men of 
the Twenty-sixth battalion spent the 
rest of the night Instructing us and 
then left us to hold the position. "We 
were as nervous as a lot of cats, and 
it seemed to me that the Germans 
must certainly know that they could 
come over and walk right through us, 
but outside of a few casualties from 
sniping, such as the one that befell 
the Fourteenth platoon man, which I 
have told about, nothing very alarming 
happened the first day and night, and 
by that time we had got steady on our 
Job. 
We held the position for fwenty- 


sfce days, which is the longest period 
that any Canadian or British organiza- 
tion has ever remained in. a front line 
trench. 


In none of the stories I've read have 


I evsr seen trench fighting as it was 
carried on in Belgium adequately de- 
scribed. You see, you can't get much 
of an idea about a thing like that mak- 
ing a quick tour of the trenches under 
official direction and escort as the 
newspaper and magazine writers do. 
I couldn't undertake to tell anything 
worth while about the big issues of the 
war, but I can describe how soldiers 
hare to learn to fight in the trenches, 
and I think a good many of our young 
fellows have that to learn now. "Over 
there" they don't talk of peac« or 
even of tomorrow. They »it back and 
take It. 


TVe always held the fire trench as 


lightly as possible, because it is a 
demonstrated fact that the front ditch 
cannot be successfully defended In « 
determined attack. The thing we did 
and the thing to do la to be ready to 
jump on to the enemy as soon as he 
has got Into your front trench and Is 
fighting on ground that yon know and 
he doesn't and knock so many kinds 
of tar out of him that he'll have to pull 
his load for a spot that Isn't so warm. 
That system worked first rate with us. 


During the day we hnd only n rery 


few men In the fire trench. If an at- 
tack Is coming In daylight there's al- 
ways plenty of tlm« to get ready for 
It. At night we kept prepared for 
trouble, all the time. Wo bad a night 
sentry on each firing step and a man 
altting at his feet to watch him to see 
he wasn't secretly sniped. Then we 
had a sentry In each "bay" of the 
trencu to take messages. 


Orders didn't permit the man on the 


Bring step or the man watching him 
to leave post on any excuse whateTer j 


during their two hour "spell" of duty. 
Hanging on a string, at the elbow of 
each sentry on the fire step was a 
siren whistle or an .empty shell case 
and a bit of iron with which to ham- 
mer on It. This, whichever It might 
be, was for the purpose of spreading 
the alarm, in case of a gas attack. 
Also we had sentries in "listening 
posts," at various points from twenty 
to fifty ya.rds out In "No Han's Land." 
These men blackened their faces be- 
fore they went "over the top" and then 
lay ia shell holes or natural hollows. 
There was always two of them, a bay- 
onet man and a bomber. From the 
listening post a wire ran back to the 
fire trench to be used In signaling. In 
the trench a man sat with this wire 
wrappeu around his hand. 
One pull 


meant "All O. K.," two pulls, "I'm 
coming in." three polls, "Enemy In

sight," and four pulls, "Bound gas 
alarm." The fire step in a trench ia a 
shelf on which soldiers stand to look 
out and shoot between the sand bags 
on top. 


In addition to these men, we had pa- 


trols and scouts out in "No Man's 
Land" the greater part of the night, 
with orders to gain any information 
possible- which might be of value to 
battalion, brigade, division or general 
headquarters. 
They__ reported on the 


condition of the Germans' barbed wire, 
the location of machine guns and oth- 
er little things like that which might 
be of Interest to some commanding 
officer twenty miles back. Also they 
were ordered to make every effort to 
capture any of the enemy's scouts or 
patrols, so that We could pet Informa- 
tion from them. One of the interesting 
moments in this work came when a 
star shell caught you out in an open 
spot. If you moved you were gone. 
I've seen men stand on one foot for 
the thirty seconds during which a star 
shell will burn. Then when scouts or 
patrols met In "No Man's Land" they 
always had to fight It out with bayo- 
nets. One stogie shot would be the 
signal for artillery fire and would 
mean the almost Irstant annihilation 
of the men on both sides of tho fight 
Under the necessities of this war many 
of our men hare been killed by our 
own shell fire.

containers for vegetables, con- 
centrated soups, meats and fish. 


Concentrate products so that 


each jar or can will hold as much 
food and as little water as pos- 
sible. 


Put up jams, Jellies and pre- 


serves In glasses sealed TV ith cork 
or paper and paraffin. Pack fruit 
juices in ordinary bottles. 


Don't can anything that can be 


kept just as well dried or in oth- 
er forms. Dry navy and mature 
lima beans for winter use. 


Produce In your garden lots of 


cabbage, potatoes and root crops 
that can be kept for the winter 
without canning. 


How to Can by the One Period Cold 


Pack Method. 


Don't let valuable surplus fruits and 


vegetables go to waste. 
Adult« and 


children in a very few hours -with, lit- 
tle other home equipment than a wash 
boiler and cans and jars can preserve 
much valuable perishable food for nest 
winter's use. Succulent vegetables and 
fruits are important to health the year 
round. 
See that your table is sup- 


plied. 


The simple one period cold pacK 


method described Is that taught by 
the United States department of agri- 
culture for the boys and girls of the 
canning clubs in the noitheru and west- 
em states. With this method thou- 
sands of boys and girls each season 
put up vast quantities of fruits and 
vegetables. 
With this method prac- 


tically every vegetable and fruit grown 
in this section can be canned. 


The wash boiler method described 


below is entirely effective. Those who 
desire may purchase home size water 
seal, steam pressure or pressure cook- 
er canning outfits, which save time and 
fuel.

be canned. 


8n«k« BiMt In India. 


India'* annual loss of over 30,000 


lives from snake bite has forced the 
production of an antidote serum. The 
Farel laboratory, Bombay, keeps s sup- 
ply of cobras from which venom Is ex- 
tracted every ten days. The snakes 
are forcibly fed with egg flip through a 
tube. The venom Is dried over lime 
and then dissolved In a salt solution. 
Increasing doses are Injected in a horse 
until at the end of two years the anl- 
rnnl can stand a dose 200 times the 
original one and la quite immune from 
cbe cobra poison. The serum from the 
blood 'of this particular horse Is an 
antidote and is absolutely effective If 
Injected In time. 
Many lives have 


been saved by Its use. However, each 
bite requires an antidote made from 
the veuoni of the same sort of snake 
that Inflicted the bite.

Reach the Public Eye. 


After a motion picture film haa been 


developed and printed It is sent to tbe 
general manager or to tbe director to 


"edited." Like an author's manu- 


script in the hands of on editor, It la 
shortened here and there, the captions 
altered, some parts entirely "cat" or 
deleted and the whole aim dressed np 
o suit tbe Ideas of the men cloaect in 
ouch 'with tbe theater going public. 
The editing takes place In the pro- 
ectlon room, says the Popular Science 
Mouthly, but the altering—cutting tbe 
film and changing it—is done in tbe 
cutting and assembling room by men 
who do nothing else. Sometimes the 
men in the cutting room ("cutters," In 
he trade lingo) are BO overwhelmed 
and confused with orders Issued by 
the studio officials that they are com- 
pelled to ask for additional explana- 
tions. 
Needless to say this wastes 


much time. 


By meaaa of the phonograph, how- 


ever, one motion picture company Is 
limtnaUnjf thin waste end saving 
money. An tbe director watches a pic- 
ure la the projection room he utters 
tie editing orders into the transmitter 
of a dictaUnf machine. The film U 
then sent back to the cutting room 
with the phonograph record.

or shell fire. We had »ome casualties 
erery moating ud erenln^. and tbe 
stretcher bearers used to get ready for 
theaa •• * ngalar natter of coarse. 
For fifteen minutes at dawn and daek 
the Genaaua used to aend orer "whiz- 
bangs," "coal boxea" and "mtaenwer- 
fer" (shells from trtnch mortar*) in 
such * generous way that it looked as 
if tb*y liked to (boot 'em off, whether 
they bit anythlnf or not 
Toa could 


always bear tb* "he&ry etuff" eotning 
and we paid little attention to It, as it 
w«» used la efforts to reach tb* bat- 
teries back at our linw. Tb* poor old 
town of Dinkiebusch got the full ben- 
efit of it 
When a shell would shriek 


it> way orer, aom« oa» would nay, 
"There «oe> tb* •xprcw for Dinkle- 
busch," and a couple of seconds later, 
when gome prominent landmark ol 
Dlnkiebuscb would disintegrate with a 
loud detonation, aom« on* •!•« would 
remark: 
"Train's arrived I" 
About the only amusement we bad 


during our long stay in. the front 
trenches was to sit with our backs 
against the rear wall and shoot at the 
rata running along the parapet. Poor 
Jfacfarlane, witb a flash of the old hu- 
mor which be had before the war, told 
a "rookie" that the trench rats were 
so big that he saw one of them trying 
on his greatcoat. 
They used to run 


orer our faces when we were sleeping 
in our dugouts, and I've seen them iii 
tavenous swarms burrowing into the 
shallow grave* of the dead. Host ot 
the soldiers' legs are scarred to tb 
kneel witb bltea. 


The one thing of which we constan 


ly lived in fear was a gas attack, 
used to wake In the middle Of the nigh 
in a cold sweat dreaming that I heart 
the clatter and whistle blowing a 
along the line which meant that the 
gas was coming. And finally I reall 
did hear the terrifying sound. Just a 
a moment when tt couldn't have sound 
ad worse. I waa in charge of the daily 
ration detail, sent back about ten mile 
to the point of nearest approach of th 
transport lorries to carry In rations 
ammunition and sand bags to the fron 
trenches. "We bad a lot of trouble re- 
tumluff with OUT loads. Pasalng a 
point which was called Shrapnel Cor 
ner, because the Germans had precise 
range of It, we were caught IB ma 
chine gun are and bad to lie on our 
stomachs for twenty minutes, during 
which we lost one man, wounded. '. 
sent him back and went on with tny 
party, only to run into another machine 
gun shower a half mile farther on 
While we were lying down to escape 
this a concealed British battery of 
flye inch guns, about which we knew 
nothing, opened up right over our 
heads. It shook us up and scared ua so 
that some of our party were now worse 
off than the man who had been hit and 
carried to the rear. We finally got to- 
gether and went on. When we were 
about a mile behind the reserve trench, 
stumbling in the dark through the last 
aid most dangerous ptth overland, we 
heard a lone siren whistle, followed by 
a wave of metallic hammering and wild 
tooting which, seemed to spread orer 
all of Belgium a mile ahead of ns. All 
any of us coald «y was: 


"Qaal" 
All you could see In the dark was a 


collection of white and frightened 
faces. Every trembling finger Beamed 
awkward as a thumb as we got out our 
gas masks and helmets and pat them 
on, following- direction! as nearly as 
we could. I ordered the men to sit 
still and sent two forward to notify 
me from headquarter* when the ftas 
alarm was over. They lost tbeir way 
and were not found for two day*. We 
sat there for an hour, and then I ven- 
tured to take my mask off. As notk '.* 
happened, I ordered the men to do the 
same. When we got into the trenches 
with our pack* we found that the gas 
alarm had been one of Fritz's jokes. 
The first siren* bad been sounded In 
the German lines, and there hadn't 
been any gas. 


Our men evened thing* up with the 


Germans, however, the next night. 
Some of onr scouts crawled clsar up 
to the German barbed wire, ten yards 
in front of the enemy fire trench, tied 
empty Jam tins to the barricade and 
then, after attaching small telephone 
wire* to the barbed itrands, crawled 
back to our trenches. When they start- 
ed pulling the telephone wires the 
empty tins made a clatter right under 
Fritz's nose. Immediately the Germans 
opened np with all their machine gun 
and rifle fire, began bombing the spot 
from which the noise came and sent 
up "S O 8" signals for artillery flip 
along a mile of their line. TBey flred 
a $10,000 salute and lost a night's sleep 
over th« noise made by the discarded 
container* of 5 ahillings' worth of Jam. 
It wsa a good tonic for the Tommies. 


The Prince of Wale*. 


A few days after this a very young 


officer paused me In a trench while I 
was sitting on a fire step writing a 
letter. I noticed that he had the red 
tabs of a staff officer on his uniform, 
but I paid no more attention to him 
than that. No compliments, such as 
•alutea to officers, are paid in the 
tranches. After be had passed one of 
the men asked me if I didn't know 
who be waa. I said I didn't. 


"Why, 
you a 
fool," he said, "that's 


the Prince of Wales!" 


When the little prince came back I 


stood to Mlnte him. He returned the 
salute witb a grave smile and passed 
on. He was quite alone, and I was 
told afterward that he made these 
trips through the trenches Jnst to show 
the men that he did not consider hlm- 
•elf batter than any other- Midler. The 
heir ot England was certainly taking 
nearly the same chance of losing bis 
Inheritance that we were. 


After we had been on tbe front Ime 


fifteen days we received order* to 
make a bombing raid. Sixty volun- 
teers were asked for, and the whole 
battaUou offered, I waa lucky—or nn- 
tacky—enough to b* among the sixty 
who were clwaea. I want to ten ytra 
In detail about this bombing raid, so 
that you can understand what a thing 
may really amount to that gets only 
three llnea or perhap* nothing at all 
la tb* official dlapatcbe*. and, boddes 
jM^Jt mar help MO* «t the 


•MO who rt*4 tWa to kaow 
a little later about bombing. 


The *lzty *f us chosen to execute the 


raid were taken twenty mile* to tbe 
rear for a week's instruction practice. 
Hav*i9 only a slight idea of what we 
were goring to try to do, we felt T**T 
Jolly about tbe whole eutorpriM atart- 
mg off. "We were camped In an old 
barn, with several special instruction 
omcex* IB charge. W» bad oral in- 
struction tbe first day, while sapper* 
dug and built an exact duplicate of the 
aectlon of the German trencbe* which 
we were to raid—that Is, it wa* exact 
except for a few details. Certain 
"Bkeleton trenches" in toe practice sec- 
tion were dug simply to fool the Ger- 
man aviators. If a photograph taken 
back to German headquarters had 
shown an exact duplicate of a German 
trench aectlon suspicion might have 
been aroused and our plans revealed. 
We were constantly warned aboot the 
skeleton trenches and told to remem- 
ber that they did not exist In the Ger- 
man section where we were to operate. 
Meanwhile onr practice aactfon wa* 
changed a little several times, because 
aerial photograph* showed that the 
German* had been renovating and 
making come addition* to the trencbe* 
in which we were to have our frolic 
with them. 


We had oral Instruction, mostly dar- 


ing the day, beeance we didn't dare let 
the German aviators see us practicing 
a bomb raid. All night long, sometimes 
until 2 or 3 o'clock in the morning, we 
rehearsed that raid. Just as carefully 
as a company of star actors would re- 
hearse a play. At first there was a dis- 
position to have sport out of it 


"Well," some chap would say, roll- 


ing Into the hay all tired out, "I got 
killed str runes tonight 
S'pose it'll 


be eight times tomorrow night. 


One man insisted that he had discov- 


ered In one of our aerial photographs 
a German burying money, and he care- 
fully examined each new pictures, so 
that he could be sure of finding tbe 
dough and digging it up. The grave 
and serious manner of our officers, 
however, the exhaustive care with 
which we were drilled, and, more than 
all, the approach of the time when we 
were to "go over the top" drove all 
sport oat of onr minds, and I can *ay 
for myself that the very thought of 
the undertaking a* the fatal night 
drew near sent shiver* Tip and down 
my spine. 


A bombing raid, something originat- 


ed In warfare by the Canadians, is not 
Intended for the purpo*e of holding 
ground, bat to gain information, to do 
as much damage a* possible and to 
keep the enemy In a state of nervous- 
ness. In thl* particular raid the chief 
object was to gain Information. Onr 
high command wanted to know what 
troop* were opposite as and what 
troops had been there. We were ex- 
pected to get this information from 
prisoners and from buttons and papers 
off of the Germans we might kllL It 
•was believed that troops were being

relieved fron* *fcs big tent chow up at 
tiie Somme and sent to our side show 
.In Belgium for re*t Al*o It waa sus- 
pected that artillery was being with- 
drawn for the Somme. Especially we 
were anxious to bring back prisoners. 
la civilized war a prisoner ctu be 


compelled to tell only hi* name, rank 
and religion. But this is not a civilized 
war, and there are ways of making 
prisoners talk. One of the most ef- 
fective way*—quite human*—-Is to tie 
a prisoner fast, head and foot, and 
then tickle his bare feet with a feather. 
More severe measure* have frequently 
been used—the water cure, for In- 
stance—but I'm bound to say that 
nearly all the German prisoners I BIYW 
were quite loquacious and willing to 
talk, and the accuracy of their infor- 
mation, when later confirmed by raids, 
was surprising. The Iron discipline 
which turns them Into mere children 
In the presence of their officers seemed 
to make them subservient and obedient 
to the officers who commanded us. I 
mean, of coarse, the privates. In this 
way the system worked against the 
fatherland. Captured German officers, 
especially Prussians, were a nasty lot. 
We never tried to get information from 
them, for we knew they wouM lie, bsp- 
plly and very intelligently—well ia» 
structed in tbe art. 


At la*t came tbe night when we were 


to go "over the top," across No Man's 
Land, and have a frolic with Frits In 
hi*, own happy home. I am endeavor- 
Ing to be u accurate and truthful as 
possible In these stories of my soldier- 
Ing, and I am therefore compelled to 
say that ther« wasn't a man In the 
sixty who didn't show the strain In his 
pallor and nervousness. Under orders, 
we discarded onr trench helmet* and 
substituted knitted skullcaps or empty 
mess tins. Then we blackened our 
hand* and faces with ashes from a 
camp fire so as to avoid being seen as 
long as possible. After this they load- 
ed n* into motor truck* and took n* np 
to "Shrapnel Corner," from which 
point we went In on foot Just before 
we left a staff captain oame along and 
gave ua a little talk. 


"This is tbe first time yon men have 


been tested," he said. "lou're Cana- 
dian*. I needn't *ay anything more to 
900. They're going to be popping them 
off at a treat rate while yeu're on yonr 
way acroB*. Bemember that yon'A bet- 
ter not stand np straight, becaus* our 
shells will be going over Just six and a 
half feet from tho ground where It's 
level. If you stand up straight you're 
llkeir to be Wt la the head, but don't 
let ti«t wonyjw

get hit la the bead you won't know it. 
So why ID h— worry about It?" Th«t 
wu his farewell. He jumped on his 
horse and rode off. 


The Bomb Raid. 


The point we were to attack had been 
•elected long before by our scoots. It 
was not, as yon might suppose, the 
weakest point in the German line. It 
was, on the contrary, the strongest. It 
was considered that the moral effect of 
cleaning -up a weak point would be 
comparatively small, whereas to break 
In at the strongest point wonld be 
something really worth while. And if 
we were to take a chance It really 
wouldn't pay to hesitate about degrees. 
The section we were to raid had a 
frontage of 150 yards and a depth, of 
200 yards. It had been explained to us 
that we were to be supported by a 
"box barrage," or curtain fire, from 
oflr artillery to last exactly twenty-six 
minutes—that is, for twenty-six min- 
utes from the time when we started 
"over the top" our artillery, several 
miles back, would drop a "curtain" of 
shells all around the'edges of that 150 
yard by 200 yard section. We were to 
have fifteen minutes In which to do 
our work. Any man not out at the 
end of th« fifteen minutes would neces- 
sarily be caught In our own fire, as our 
artillery would then change from a 
boi" to pour a straight curtain fire 


covering all of the spot of our opera- 
tions. 


Onr officers set their watches very 


carefully with those of the artillery of- 
ficer* before we went forward to tbe 
front trenches. We reached the front 
at 11 p. m., and not until our arrival 
then w«re we Informed of the "aero 
hour"—the time when the attack was 
to b» made. The hour of 12:10 had 
been selected. The waiting from 11 
o'clock -until that time was simply an 
agony. Some of our men sat stupid 
and Inert Others kept talking con- 
stantly about the most inconsequential 
matters. One man undertook to tell a 
funny story. No one listened to It, and 
the laugh at the end was emaciated 
and ghastly. The Inaction was driving 
us all Into a state of funk. I could ac- 
tually feel my nerve oozing out at my 
finger Ops, and If we had ha* t« wft!t 
8fteen minutes longer I wouldn't have 
been able to climb out of the trench. 


About half an hour before we were 


to go over every man had his eye up 
:he trench, for we know "the rummies" 
were coming that way. The rum gang 
serves out a stiff shot of Jamaica just 
before an attack, and it would be a 
real test of temperance to see a man 
refuse. There were no prohibitionists 
In our set. Whether or not we got our 
full ration depended on whether the 
sergeant In charge was drunk or sober. 
After the shot began to work one man 
next m« pounded my leg and hollered 
In my ear: 


"I say, why all this red tape? Let's 


go over now." 
That noggin of rum is a life saver. 
When the hour approached for us to 
•tart the artillery fire was e» heavy 
that orders had to be shouted Into ears 
from man to man. Tbe bombardment 
was, of course, along a couple of miles 
of front so that the Germans wonld not 
know where to erpect ng. At 12 o'clock 
exactly they began pulling down a sec- 
tion of the parapet so that we wouldn't 
hare to climb over It and we were off. 


There are six articles In this remark-

America In the War. 


Two events of sudden development 


in the third year of the war may have 
a deciding influence—namely, the en- 
trance of tbe United States as an ally 
of the entente powers and the collapse 
of Russia's aggressiveness. During the 
early months of tbe year the submarine 
dispute between this country and Ger- 
many quieted down. A V boat brought 
the war into western Atlantic waters 
by staking neutral ships oft Nantucket 
shoals in October, but the German 
pledge to safeguard neutral lives was 
observed. 
On Dec. 12 Germany and 


her allies, Austria, Bulgaria and Tur- 
key, proposed peace negotiations, nam- 
ing the United States as one of the 
intermediaries. On the 18th President 
Wilson sent a note to all belligerents 
asking them to name their terms. 
Meanwhile the allies replied to Ger- 
many, declining a conference, and Ger- 
many replied to Wilson, evading the 
question of terms and putting oft. the 
discussion of permanent peace until the 
eud of the war. 


In January Presfflent Wilson revived 


interest in the subject of peace by out- 
lining a plan for a peace league, mak- 
ing "peace without victory," "consent 
of the governed" and a "world Monroe 
doctrine" the fundamentals for a world 
peace. While the whole world was 
discussing this turn of affairs Germany 
Informed neutrals on Jan. 31 that sub- 
marine warfare would be more ruth- 
less than ever. Three days later the 
German ambassador was given his 
passports, and the president informed 
congress of the break tnC. its causes. 
Ambassador Gerard received bis pass- 
ports at Berlin Feb. 5, and on tbe 10th 
Germany, through the Swiss govern- 
ment, proposed negotiation of the new 
dispute. This tbe United States de- 
clined unless the new submarine order 
was withdrawn, 


After Von Bernstorff sailed and Ge- 


rard was out of Germany the state de- 
partment disclosed a German plot to 
Involve the "United States with Japan 
and Mexico. War measures followed 
rapidly. 
Congress expired March 4 


without indorsing the president's "arm- 
ed neutrality" policy. A. special session 
of the new congress was summoned to 
meet April 2, nnd meanwhile the pres- 
ident ordered armed guards placed on 
our merchant ships voyaging abroad. 
On April 8 congress formally declared 
war. Then followed a conscription law 
to create armies, loans to the allies—- 
one of .$2,000,000.000 to the nation by 
the people—the dispatch of war vessels 
to Europe under command of Rear Ad- 
miral Sims; also of Major General 
Pershing, to prepare a base for the 
American contingent already represent 
ed on the iiring Hue in France by a de- 
tachment bearing the Stars and Stripes 
on May 25. 


Russian Setback. 


June" tbe Italians Buffered a severe 
check. 


July opened with a strong Russian 


offensive on the line of the Dniester, 
aimed at Lemberg. This was a renewal 
in part of the great drive led by Gen- 
eral Brusiloff one year before.

Whenever the barbels touch, the pro- 


truding siphons of the soft shelled 
clam or the razor clam the siphons of 
the clams contract an€ by doing so 
notify the sturgeon of their presence. 
It halts and with its telescope mouth 
pumps the sand or mud away from 
the clam, passes it out of the gill open- 
ings and finally draws the- clam from 
its resting place Into Its jaws and 
there crushes It. The larger portions 
of the shell it discards through the gill 
openings, but if the clams are small it 
discards very little of the shell, but 
swallows nearly all of it. 


Another way the sturgeon has of 


feeding is to plow a furrow through 
the sand or mud with Its long pointed 
snout, then to tara round »nd go back 
through the furrow and picjt up what- 
ever small mollusks and crustaceans 
it may have exposed. It also sucks up 
with its protruding mouth great quan- 
tities of sand and mud, sifts them 
through Its gills and thereby finds 
many small organisms upon, which it 
feeds.
